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The Society of Bibllophltlc Gourmands [SQBIG] met at the Yion.tktn.vi Virginia 
dome, ofa Tina Brundage on November 5 to discuss The, Man Who Loved Children 
by Christina Stead. It was an Intimate- gathering, with Mary Chao, Maggie 
Loebach and Ed Wrobel joining the hostess . 

Stead is one of those expatriate- Australians whom few have. read and still 
fewer enjoyed. {The Introduction Is entitled "An UnAead Book.") One 
SOBIGer, who shall remain anonymous, confessed that he dimply could not 
nead the, novel and refused to attend! A second completed the 500+ page* 
with effort. I, for one,, found something endearing about Sam Polllt, the 
highly eccentric, decidedly childlike-, overly- optimistic man who loved 
children. Alto. Chao and Ms. Loebach were In viZent disagreement, condemn- 
ing poor Sam [he styles himself thus) as an -unpractical, selfish, bullying 
loader. I mutt admit that his ckHdUh gibbering, e.g., " Sunday- Tunday" 
and "Looloo. . .Votta del up, Loogoobrlous, make da tea," becomes tiring [at 
times Ste-ad feels compelled to Insert a parenthetical translation) and Sam 
is probably largely responsible, for his family's fall Into poverty. But 1 
refuse to blame him for the suicide of Henny Polllt, his shrewish spouse. 
Henny, of the Baltimore, Points, Is Sam's second wife. The beloved finst, 
mother of the author's persona, Louie,, is dead many years. Some might feel 
that Sam's peculiar personality has driven Henny to shrewery but It Is clear 
that the source of her dissatisfaction Is too-great expectations. While 
Sam revels in his domestic life and his careen, as a civil servant, Henny 
scorns her children, her husband and her neighbors. She was born to greater 
things . 

As for Sam, he, cannot believe darling daughter Louie's confession of her 
part In the Suicide. Evil Is only absolute and abstract for Sam. His 
daughter has already surpassed him. She struggles; he does not. She feels 
hard and strong; he mouths formulas. What appeals to me In Sam Is his 
fairy-tale mind. There Is too-llttl,e Sam In most of us. Conversely, there 
Is too much Sam In Sam. His schemes are grossly impractical. He can never 
see outside himself, despite his oft- articulated desire for justice and 
universal brotherhood. 

Louie Is really our window on PoUltry. She is not a narrator but we know 
that Stead's background parallels Louie's. In the end It is Louie who comes 
of age- Louie who lives the crisis- Louie who makes the choice. Her resolve 
to poison her bickering parents Is undertaken for the sake of her numerous 
siblings. She bears tittle malice; within the framework of her father's 
mishmash of high morals, such an act Is almost directed. Her step-mother 
sees the poison and, In despair, gulps it down. Her gesture is not heroic. 
It is simply an end to much misery: her own, Sam's. . .and certain readers.

England: Statement oh the Eonelgn Ohhlce Concerning the Recent Wax. 

Thl* ohhlce wishes to state emphatically that, Russian pnopaganda to the contrary, 
the Turkish succes* wo* not simply the nesult oh the Anglo-German alliance. That 
alliance wa* a logical expnesslon oh common Intenest* produced by a common heritage 
and wa* one oh the *aner development* oh the wan. What pnohlted the Twite was a 
combination oh theln own shrewdness and the miscalculation* oh others, ourselves 
Included. 

Once wan. became Inevitable, It wa& clean, that German and English Interest* were 
*XmHar. Sphere* oh Influence were devised; Holland and Denmark ion. them and Uonway 
hon u*. F nance wa* allowed to develop peacehuUy Into the Mediterranean; but Ru**ia 
was to be challenged In Sweden. The Russians pushed Into the Baltic Instead and 
Genmany took Sweden. The next yean, on two was spent In a contest oh will between 
Germany and Ru**la with oun activity limited to *uppontlng Germany In Scandinavia. 
At the end oh 7 902 a truce was arranged which allowed Russia Into Sweden In neturn 
hon a general disengagement. His Majesty's honce* nemalned In Uonway. 

The vision oh Anglo-German unity coupled with the apparent tolerance towards Vnance 
oh the two powers had nesulted In the appearance oh the Ea*tern European RAT alUance 
[nattu* euro pa onlentalis) . The Italian*, h^9^^9 w^/i Iheli traditional valiant 
Ineihe-vtlve-nte*, were *oon being *hnedded between the two millstones. With an under- 
standing neached In the Month, English Interests became hocused on Vnance and the 
Mediterranean. Sympathy hon Italy wo* at It* annual peak In London [the opera *ea*on 
was just *tantlng) and the Enench had built two mone &le.eX& and wene playing h<u>t 
and loo*e with oun ocean*. It was time hon action In the we*t. Ahter consultation* 
with Berlin, It wa* decided that the objectives oh nellevlng the pne**une on Italy 
and necoverlng control oh the ocean* could be*t be *enved by nellevlng Enance oh the 
burden oh It* central government and thl* the Anglo-German alliance set out to do. 

Much to our negnet, the Enench wene unbellevabably *tubbonn oven the ahhalr. Unable 
to *tand agaln*t the combined honce* oh England and Germany, nonetheless they stub- 
bonnly nehused to accept the Inevitable. A Enench hleet actually *ucceeded In 
*llpplng Into Liverpool where they won over the populace with large dl*tnlbutlon* oh 
wine, maintaining them*elve* hon *ome time In this ha*hlon. Another hl&zl °hle 
to hide In Uaples h 0 *- a while, the Italian* having taken Marseille*. In the end, 
however, they were nedaced to a *lngle cannon on a *hlp In the Gulh oh Lyon mois- 
ting on the lange**e oh Liverpudlian*. A h-inal ohher oh *unvlval In neturn hon 
cooperation wa* nejected and the Royal Havy at la*t ne*toned onder to Liverpool. 

A majon nesult oh the Enench campaign wa* the dlsappeanance oh the RAT alLiance. 
The Austrian leader wa* neponted to have a large Interest In Russian ahhalr - 
[Other neponts *ay he wa* honmenly a pa*try cook at Vemel**- but thl* may *tem h^om 
the Austrian tradition oh topping theln unlhonm hat* with whipped cream- the oiilceju 
also get chenrle*. ) In any ca*e, the Ru**lan* were *oon conducting their ahhalr* In 
Vienna, Budapest and nelghbonlng clXle*. The Austrian* were now nedaced to an army 
at large In Central Europe ["*chlepplng" Is the connect term) and a bewildered con- 
tlgent In Venice. During the excitement, the Turk* supponted the Russians and also 



slowly and lne.xofia.bly moved west, establishing a naval presence In the Ionian Sea. 
With. the Trench campaign winding down, the next step was to establish the Royal Navy 
In the Mediterranean behore the Turks arrived. 

At this time, the Italians were maintaining a, precarious existence between Rome and 
Marseilles with an amy In the latter and a ileet In the Gulh oh Lyon. The French, 
not yet reduced, held the Western Mediterranean. It was arranged that the Royal 
Navy would take the Western Med with, the assistance oh the Italian ileet. Before 
this movement could be executed, however, the Austrian amy In Venice awoke to Its 
impending dissolution at the hands oh the Turks and rushed to Rome In a body to 
receive absolution. In doing so, they used up the supplies Intended hor the Italian 
ileet and the latten. was ho/iced to dl&band thus depriving the Royal Navy oh Its 
expected support. The French ££ee* moved to the Gulh oh Lyon leaving the way clear 
hor the Turk to move west. The Turks moved quickly and repeatedly outguessed the 
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Admiralty so that Engll&h horces neveK succeed- 
ed In passing Gibraltar. This was to be a 
major ^ac-tci In the subsequent Turkish victory. 
During this time, the Germans took Marseilles, 
thus ending the Italian role In the conhllct. 
The Austrian army disappeared to the north, 
leaving the Turks to slht thru the wrubble 
oh Italy. 

Meanwhile, tf;u.c-tuM had been building up In 
the North once more. Hit, majesty' s h^^ces In 
Norway were being repeatedly harrassed by 
Russian sailors tfiom Sweden, and were happy 
to support a German ohhenslve against Sweden. 
The Germans chose, however, to back ohh only to &lnd the Russians attacking Berlin. 
Thus It hell to His Majesty's horces to lead the assault In Scandinavia while the 
Germans hought to save their homeland. Khter some hard hlghtlng, St. Petersburg 
was taken and hlnaULy Moscow was held brlehly also; but by then the situation was 
markeldy dlhh&K&nl i^ om when the drive started. 

It will not have escaped 
readers oh this narrative 
that the dominant powers 
In Europe at this point 
were England and Germany 
on the one hand and Tur- 
key and Russia on the 
other. Naturally each 
side had attempted to 
split the opposing alli- 
ance many times. As Tur- 
key continued to grow 
larger and larger, more 
urgent attempts were made 
to detach Russia, but 
since Russia Insisted on 

an -immediate attack on Germany by England [or vice versa) as the price, the alliances 
remained undisturbed. Talks with the Turks were pleasanter, but seemingly no more 
productive. With the apparent stalemate In the west, the latter took on more sub- 
stance. The objective oh a Turkish move against Russia joined to the Scandinavian 
o^en^ue became realisable and was , In tfaci, achieved; but again under much dlhh^^ 
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circumstances than intended. 



The Turks had continued to build up forces In the Mediterranean, despite the. 
apparent stalemate there. A Sudden thrust caught the. Admiralty off balance and 
the, Turks were suddenly in the. Atlantic. The Royal Havy responded strongly and 
soon drove the Turks from owl ocean, but in so doing lost Spain and were never 
able to retake it. At thts point, while His Majesty's forces were taking 
St. Petersburg, the Turki, thrust suddenly and deeply into Russian territory. 
The Russians roared angrily- and collapsed. Almo&t overnight 7 armies and fleets 
were reduced to 1 armies guarding Moscow and Warsaw, biow perhaps alt of Europe 
could join against the Turk. 

It was not to be. The Russians refused to cooperate and it wad necessary for 
His Majesty' A forces to take Moscow to save it from the Turks. At the same time, 
the one remaining Austrian army- surviving on Roman [and TurkUh) charity- 
" Schlepped" into Livonia. The Turks then retook Moscow with support from both 
Russia and Austria. In return, the Turks next destroyed the remaining Russian 
amy and occupied Rome, cutting Austria's source of supply. The Austrian anmy 
survived long enough to take Moscow with English help; but were unable to resist 
the Turkish counten.atta.ck and disbanded {the survivors were absorbed into a comic 
opera troupe in HizhnZi Novgorod) . Anglo-German forces were unable to retake 
Moscow and with no gain* possible elsewhere, it wot, agreed to call it a wan.. 

In conclusion, the reason {on, the Turkish success [aside from their own abilities) 
wa& largely the failure of the Royal Havy to seize the Western Mediterranean when 
they had to. Had we succeeded in so doing, all other factors would not have been 
so imponXant.

Peel agreed 
In pnlnclpte but rejected my suggestion of exchanging Sevastopol fon Constantinople, 
with tke sequence F Sev-Bla-Con, A Smy-Arm-Sev. We never agreed on opening moves, 
so, expecting the worst, I oh.den.ed Ank-Bla In S '01. Ken had trustingly on.den.ed 
Sev-Rum. Hot wanting to lose my best ally, I apologized and retreated the fleet. 
I was lucky Ken did not take offense, ion qua alliance was to grow and prosper In 
the coming seasons. 

I was even luckier when Warner and Wrobel were unable to organize an A/I alliance. 
In F '01 they each asked me ion help against the othen. I agneed to help them, 
took Gneece, and built fleets. 

The F '01 ondens nevealed an EFG alliance, so Ken and I decided to accept Dick's 
proposal of a RAT. The triple alliances were short-lived as treachery swept the 
board In '02. England and Germany joined In a vicious knifing of trance, causing 
the frog to embank swiftly on a completely justified jihad against England. I 
became the beneficiary of thli, trench policy, receiving timely support Into the 
Tyrrhenian and Western Med.

THE HISTORY OF P0L1TESSE: PART ONE 

A couple, of years ago I was, In the words of the Insidious Dick Martin, a "marginal, 
face- to- face player from Baltimore" trying to assemble 6 other Interested parties 
on any given date ion. a game, of diplomacy. It was a monumental task. Sometimes we 
would be short one player. Other times a player would leave In the middle of the 
game. Occasionally It would be Impossible to come close to a quotum. The unfortu- 
nate thing about Diplomacy Is that It's not the same with fewer that 7 players. 
There axe variants and there are other games but. . . 

I began photo- copying gamestart announcements and sending them out rather than 
making phone colts but ended up calling anyway. When I moved to Virginia I asked 
Mark Berch for his list of D.C. area players and sent out about a dozen letters 
generally Inquiring If anyone wanted to play Vlp. There were maybe two responses- 
most didn't bother to answer- but that mailing eventually led to a game In Freder- 
icksburg organized by Dave Lllley {another marginal ftf player). There I met Vlck 
Warner of Mary Washington College who later Invited me to work with him on HaryCon.
